Grave charges were filed today against 
George W. Beavers, former superintendent 
of the salary and allowance division. They 
are that Mr. Beavers was the salaried repre- 
sentative of the Postal Clerks’ association 
and used his official position to lobby for in- 
creased appropriations fay the clerks. Beav- 
ers had the good will o y senators and 
representatives and it is charged he never 
raissed an opportunity to urge upon them the 
necessity for increased allowances to the 
clerks and providing higher salaries. It is 
an indisputable fact that congress has largely 
increased the appropriations for clerks. 

These appropriations were made in a lump 

sum and apportioned by Beavers. 

‘The Postal Clerks’ association is one of the 
most powerful in the country. It comprises 
practically every postal clerk from ocean to 
ocean, and the merhbers of the organization 
number many thousands. 

It is also charged Beavers opposed pro- 
posed legislation increasing the pay of the 
letter carriers. The latter association has 
had representatives in Washington for a 
number of years and has, itis asserted, ex- 
pended thousands of dollars in an endeavor 
to secure legislation favorable to its mem- 
bers. During the last session of congress the 
postmaster general directed its representa- 
tives to cease their efforts to secure the en- 
actment of legislation providing for increased 
pay for carriers. The Letter Carriers’ asso- 
ciation has never been able to accomplish its 
aims, but. it is a matter of record the clerks 
have received several increases. Whether 
this is due to the influence of Beavers is a 
matter which is now being investigated by | 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow. 

. Ever since the investigation into the post- 

Office scandals began the friends and fol- 

lowers of the leaders of the ring have been 

loudly asserting that so soon as Postmaster 

General Payne returned to the city he would 

make it evident that the investigation was 

being pushed by malicious subordinates to 

. points not intended to reach. Because he 

‘was the executive officer of the national re- 

publican committee, it was asserted that the 

postmaster general would at once hau! off the 
detectives to avoid a political scandal. He 
returned today from Cuba and after a con- 
sultation with First Assistant Wynne and 

Fourth Assistant Bristow, the two men who 

have been pushing the investigation so vigor- 


| ously, the postmaster general issued a forma! 


statement which has great significance. We 
assumes entire’responsibility for the investi- 
gation and the guilty men in the department 
have been startled at the open declaration 
from Mr. Payne that political expediency 
would shield no one. In the course of his 
statement, Postmaster General Payne said: 

_ “ During the months of January and Feb- 
| information and reports reached me 
which I deemed it for the public interest to 
investigate, and I personally gathered such 
information and facts as would enable the 
proper officers of the department to under- 
take a thorough investigation as to the truth 
or falsity of these reports. 

“I directed Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow to take the proper steps 
to institute the neeessary inquiry, using for 
that purpose the postoffice inspectors of the 
division and such other methods as would 
thoroughly ascertain the truth or falsity of 
the charges or insinuations made, and he 
was instructed to proceed promptly and with 
vigor during my absence. 

“ Since my return this morning I have not 
seen Gen. Bristow, so that I am not advised 
of the progress made. The investigation will 
continue, and if any wrongdoing is disclosed 
the ties guilty of such wrongdoing will 
be summarily dealt with. If the system or 
method of doing business in the department’ 
if faulty, proper remedies will be applied 
without fear or favor. , 

‘“‘T inaugurated the investigation with the 
determination that it should be exhaustive. 
It is proper for me to add that I laid before 
the president the information which I had

As a result of the West Indian cruise of 
Secretary of the Navy Moody, Congressman 
Cannon, and Representative Foss, chairman 
of the naval affairs committee in the house, 
these conclusions have been arrived at: 

To continue the steady policy of building 
up the navy, but not to adopt a program 
which will pledge the government to build 
so many ships each year. 

To proceed as promptly as possible to build 
naval stations at Guantanamo and Bahia 
Honda, Cuba, so that the fleet operating from 
them can defend the Panama canal, Cuba, 
the Windward and Yucatan passages, and 
the gulf. 

To give further consideration to the propo- 

gition to provide the navy with a general 
staff, which means that the proposal made 
by the general board is not entirely accept- 
able. 
To have Representative Foss go to the far 
east for the purpose of investigating naval 
conditions in that region, to determine the 
necessity for a naval station in the Philip- 
pine archipelago, to inspect the Japanese 
navy, and examine the naval strength of 
Russia and other powers in Chinese waters. 

It is expected that Mr. Foss will leave 
next month for the Pacific coast, where he 
will inspect the naval stations at Mare is- 
/Jan@ and Bremerton, and then proceed to 
the Philippines, and subsequently China and 
Japan. This trip will complete his investi- 
gation into the navies and naval conditions 
of the world, he having inspected the Euro- 
pean navies three years ago.

REIGN OF GRAFT 
ASSAILS GOTHAM. 


Public Clamor Aroused by 
“Grab” Bills in New York 
Legislature Causes the 
Downfall of One. 


ALL CONCERN TRACTION. 


Measure Introduced at the In- 
stance of Mayor Low Draws 
Censure for Him and 

His Commission. — 


. 


New York, April 13.—[{Special.]—Public 
sentiment in this city is in a state of ebulli- 
tion because of the numerous bills before 
the legislature which are designed to give 
valuable franchises and enormous privileges 
free of cost to the street railway companies 


‘of this city. The semtiment is much the 


same as existed in Chicago at the time the 
famous Allen bill was before the Illinois leg- 
islature, with the exception that in this case 
there are half a dozen bills or more, each 
of which would give away rights of great 
worth without any compensation. 

A large number of these ‘sneak’ or 
grab’ bills, as they are cated, showe the 
brazenness of the street railway manage- 
ments and their lobbies. In connection with 
these measures there are reports of the 
grossest bribery, both in the size of the fund 
and the number of lawmakers involved. It 
has been stated time after time that there 
is certain to be an investigation which will 
reveal the most reprehensible state of af- 


faira, 
Unable to Get at Proof. 

Undoubtedly the rumors of corruption 
voiced in the newspapers as well as by some 
members of the legislature are well founded, 
but so clever have the great street railway 
corporations become that though morally 
certain of the boodling, those who desire the 
matter sifted to the bottom are unable to get 
evidence sufficient to get a conviction in the 
courts. 

Many meetings have already been held to 
denounce the “ grab”’ bills, and a number 
of representative men have publicly declared 
that the biggest steal of all is the bill advo- 
cated by Mayor Low himself. The mayor 
has issued a letter calling on all citizens to 
protest against the measures inimical to the 
city’s best interests and named them, but 
said not a word about or against the gigantic 
“ graft’’ bill he has favored. 


Mayor Low Backs Down. 

Mayor Low was first forced by newspaper 
attacks to modify his position and say there. 
should be some changesin‘the bill, but he still 
steod committed to themain features, Then 
public denunciation of him and the rapid 
transit commission became so direct and pro- 
nounced that late this evening he backed 
down entirely regarding this bil, saying he 
would abandon it for this session. 

It is called the Bostwick bill and proposed to 
give the Belmont syndicate, which is building 
and will operate the new subway system, the 
right to construct and operate all the exten- 
sions intended to be made from it without 
any rival bidding. The extensions would be 
theirs to operate the same as their present 
subway system and without taxation for 
seventy-five years. 


Have Stirred Up Hornet’s Nest. 

The attempt of the friends of the mayor 
and the mayor himself calls attention to the 
other “sneak” bills, but not to this one, 
at massmeetings to gag the speakers at 
these assemblages has stirred up a hornet’s 
nest and resulted Saturday night in several 
prominent men declining to appear at a 
meeting and sending letters declaring the 
Botswick bill the greatest fraud on the city 
of all, and declaring they would not attend 
a meeting where honest sentiment was 
stifled. It also brought a telegram from 
0. H. P. Belmont, broadly hinting that the 
reason the rapid transit commissioners favor 
the generous terms of the Bostwick Dill 
was because the members of the commission 
are interested in the subway contract. 

This is indignantly denied by the commis- 
sioners, and it may be stated that O. H. P. 
Belmont is not on the best terms with his 
brother, August Belmont, who is thé head 
of the subway syndicate, but, nevertheless, 
the whole served to contribute a liveliness 
to the situation. 


All Transit Owned by Two Companies. 

For the sake of clearness it should be 
understood that two great corporations con- 
trol all the transit facilities in this city, 
the Interborough Rapid Transit, the name 
of the company which is building the sub- 
way and which a few months ago acquired 
the Manhattan Elevated road, and the Inter- 
urban company, which is the merger formed 


-by the Metropolitan Street railway company 


a short time ago to control all the surface 
lines in Manhattan and Bronx. Some of the 
‘* sneak” bills in the legislature favor one 
of these corporations and some the other. 
The Bostwick bill, as already indicated, in- 
terests the Interborough company, which is 
controlled by the Belmont syndicate. Sev- 


eral of the other measures are in the inter- 


ests of the Interurban company, which is 
controlled by the Whitney syndiicate. The 
most pernicious bills in favor of the latter 
company are those which revive the fran- 
chises which have lapsed to fifty-five miles 
of city streets and one which would change 
the present law so the company would not 
be compelled to give any transfers and the 
citizen would have absolutely no redress.

PANIG IN OWL REPLOSTONS 


THREE TANKS BURST—BLAZING 
LIQUID IN STREETS. 


Building in Plant of Republic Com- 
pany Wrecked and Other Structures 
Nearby Shaken—Fire Which Fol- 
lows Increases Danger and Spreads 
Alarm — Three Employes Injured 
and Narrowly Escape Death—Trafiic 
Blecked Three Hours. 
Three ofl tank explosions in rapid suc- 
cession at Sixteenth and Clark streets yes- 
terday afternoon shook buildings for a 
block in all directions, caused a panic in 
the neighborhood, and resulted in heavy 
property damage. 
Reports that a number of men had been 
killed added to the excitement, and rivers of 
blazing ofl running from the Republic Oil 
company’s plant, where the explosion oc- 
curred, caused alarm for the safety of o 
bulléaings in the vicinity. 
In spite of the many startling rumors of fa- 
talities, investigations after the fire was

Millis, Whitlock, and Bliesch were working 
in the main office, which is in the east por- 
tion of the one and a half story brick struc- 
ture, when the first explosion occurred, 
shortly after 4 o’clock. All of the portable 
fixtures in the 60x40 foot Dullding were 
hurled against the walls, and the three men 
Narrowly escaped being struck by the office 
furniture. | 

Realizing that the other and larger tanks 
of oil were in great danger of exploding, the 
three men scrambled through the wrecked 
doors and windows of the building and ran 
across Clark street. The second explosion 
occurred before they had found a place of 
reiuge, and they were thrown to the ground, 
but they regained their feet and continued 
to a place of safety. 


Damages Nearby Buildings. 

The second explosion, which raised the roof 
of the building and blew out the walls, caused 
a panic among thirty or forty men in the 
Club saloon, which is directly opposite the 
oil plant. The plate glass window was 
shattered and the entire front portion of the 
saloon was wrecked. The inmates rushed 
through a rear door. 

In the three etory granary of the Albert 
Dickinson Seed company, south of the oil 
plant, all of the windows in the narth section 
were shattered, and the explosions fright- 


ened the 100 employés in the building, who 


hurried to the street. 

Three calls were sent to the fire depart- 
ment and ambulances and patrol wagons 
were hurried to the scene. Chief Musham 
took command of his men. 

Although streams of water were soon play- 
ing on the fire from all directions, the fames 
went higher and higher as other tanks of oi] 
became ignited. When a large tank of lubri- 
cating oll burst, and the heavy, blazing 
liquid ran into the street beneath the'viaduct, 
the police ascended the railroad fracks and 
drove the crowd back. 

Traffic on the Wentworth avenue, Halsted 
street, and Wallace and Center avenue elec- 
tric lines was blocked for three hours. 


over the Illinois Central railroad viaduct 
which crosses Clark street to the north of 
the oil plant. 


Cause of Explosions Unknown. 

Police and employés of the company ad- 
vance but two theories as to the cause of the 
explosions. One was that crossed electric 
light wires ignited the oil soaked floor, and the 
other that a burning cigar stub was respon- 
sible. Both theories were scouted by officials. 

**I can’t imagine how the fire started,”’ said 
Assistant Manager Bliesch. “‘ I don’t believe 
crossed electric ight wires did it, and I don’t 
see how a lighted cigar stub could be in the 
building. Every man who ever worked in the 
building had explicit instructions not to 
smoke a cigar while in the plant, and we never 
tolerated a lighted pipe, cigar, or cigaret.”’ 

The officials of the oil company could not 
give an authentic report of the amount of oil 
consumed by the flames. All of the books 
were burned, and Manager F. R. Northrup 
said he would have todependon the New York 
office records for the amount of oil on hand 
and the loss suffered by the company. 


DENVER FEARS ARMED CLASH. 


Gov. Peabody Will Try to Oust Demo- 
cratic Police Board and Members Say 
They Will Fight. | 

Denver, Colo., April 13.—[Special.J—It is 
probable that this city will be treated to a 
repetition of the scenes of panic during the 
year when Gov. Waite called out the National 
guard to enforce a change of police boards 
which he ordered. 

Gov. Peabody, yielding to the urgent de- 
mands of the people for a change in the con- 
duct of that department, has preferred 
charges against the present democratic board 
and summoned them to trial tomorrow morn- 
ing. The members of the board tonight say 
no attention will be paid to the notice and 
that if an attempt is made to take forcible 
possession, force will be met with force, even 
to the point of organizing a rival army to 
repel the National guard. 

Col. Sherman Bell has been ordered to hold 
his men ready to capture the city hall and 
seat the new appointees, who will receive 
their commissions at noon. The fire and 
police departments have received similar or- 
ders, and serious trouble is anticipated.

Springfield, April 13.—{Special.}—The 
Chicago committees, headed by Mayor Har- 
rison, which will be here tomorrow to urge 
the passage of a municipal ownership bill, 
will find a surprising change in sentiment. 
The prospect for legislation permitting the 
ownership by cities of street railway lines 
never was 80 bright as now, and it seems cer- 
tain that an enabling act, such as is demanded 
by the people of Chicago, will be passed before 
the legislature adjourns. | 
_ Members of the legislature who went away 
from here Friday,. declaring, as they had 
done all during the session, that they never 
would support the proposition for municipal 
ownership, seem to have experienced a 
change of heart, probably owing to the senti- 
ment encountered while home over Sunday. 


Principle Now in Favor. 
The question no longer is one of opposition 
to the principle of the Mueller bill, but as to 
how and by whom the law shall be made. 
The bill will be reported from the senate 
some time tomorrow. In the meantime a 
number of members, irrespective of party, 
have signed a: petition directed to Speaker 
Miller reading as follows: 
“ The undersigned, members of thé house 
of the Forty-third general assembly, respect- 
fully ask you to-accord to them or such of 
them as may ask for recognition, all parlia- 
mentary and legislational rights on senate 
bill No. 40, and we further particularly ask 
for recognition to make a motion to advance 
said bill to second reading without commit- 
ment and a roll call for the yeas and nays on 
such motion.” 3 | 


Gavel Work Means a Protest. 


Speaker Miller is not here, but is expected 
to arrive in Springfield some time during 
the night. As to whether or not he will grant 
the request of members no one but himself 
can answer. The men who are closest tohim 
say that the bill will be referred to the com- 
mittee on municipal corporationa. They ex- 
pect the speaker to do this under the gavel. 
If this be done, the men who signed the peti- 
tion above séf forth Will incorporate it in a 
protest and have it spread upon the records 
‘of the house in accordance with the rules of 
legislation. 

Speaker Miller may put the matter toa roll 
eall, holding that it is virtually a suspension 
of the rules and requiring a two-thirds vote 
of the house, a quorum vote. It is doubtful 
if the proposition can get a two-thirds vote 
of the house. For this reason many men, 
either the members.of the committee on 
municipal corporations or their friends, now 
assert most positively that a street railway 
municipal ownership bill will come out of that 
committee in decency and in order in plenty 
of time for consideration at the present ses-- 
sion These assurances, coming from the 
powers that be in the house and from their 
friends, have a tendency to relieve the 
pressure and to dissuade members from vet- 
ing to suspend the rules. 


Quick Work Is Promised. 


The better opinion seems to be that the bil 
will get into committee tomorrow before 
noon. Chairman Lindly says that if it does 
its discussion will commence at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon and continue until 4 o'clock, 
‘when the house will reconvene.
